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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed amendments place claims 7-17 and 21 in proper dependent form. The claims were not treatable 
on the merits previously because they were improperly multiple dependent. The proposed amendments would remove the multiple 
dependent objection, but the claims would need to be treated on the merits. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 

Applicant argued that Brid failed to disclose labelling the choices of content for a web page to indicate to a server approved combinations 
of content for the first content portion of the web page with content for the second content portion of the same web page, wherein the web 
page is produced for serving to a requesting user by incorporating an approved combination of content for the first content portion of the 
web page and the second content portion of the same web page. Column 5, lines 50-67 of Brid illustrate different methods of displaying 
data in a web page based upon a template. The first content portion is the template, and the second content portion is the various ways 
the data elements of the exemplary stock data may be presented within that template specific to the server. Applicant repeated this 
argument for similar independent claims 1 8 and 23.
